Washington, D. C., Feb. 21.—Increased by §128,000,000 since it passed the house, the admin- 


istration's naval bill— the biggest in the hist9ry of the .country—was reported to the senate this 
afternoon by Senator Tillman, chairman of the naval committee.

The bill as revised carries a total of nearly a half .billion dollars and authorizes the president 


to .commandeer private shipyards and munitions plants'in time of war. 


I The naval committee struck from the bill the Mann amendment, re-affirming it to be the 


policy of the United States »,c settle international disputes by arbitration or mediation. 


The $128,000,000 increase 
is a giant appropriation in itseL, was addeU t "f.?r greatest press- 


ure from the navy department and after President VTilson and Secretary of the Navy Daniels ap- 
peared in person at the capitol while the bill was in committee. The biggest item of increase is 
$118,000,000 for immediate completion of war vessels now under construction.
